SOURCE OF ACTIVITY: 


On Friday, October 3%, 2014, my partner (Officer Nam #131) and | (Officer 
Anderson #127) were working as contracted, uniformed security officers for the 
Hollywood Business Improvement District (H.B.I.D.) / Andrews International 
6801 Hollywood Boulevard Hollywood, CA. 90028 (323) 465-0122. We were 
deployed as B -2. 


INVESTIGATION: 


At approximately 1650 hours, we were conducting a business check at the 
business, “Chase Bank” (Located at 1500 Vine Street, Hollywood Ca. 90028) 
when | observed a male Hispanic adult (Later identified as Suarez, Federico 
DOB: 07/31/72) standing in north west corner of the Chase Bank parking lot. 


Suarez was holding a clearly visible bottle of “Corona Extra” beer in his right 
hand. Suarez placed the beer to his lips / mouth, tilted his head back and took a 
long drink appearing to finish the contents. Suarez then placed the empty 
“Corona Extra” beer bottle on the ground near his feet. 


We decided to make contact with Suarez in order to address his possible 
drinking in public violation. Upon making contact with Suarez, Officer Nam 
recovered the empty “Corona Extra” beer bottle for the ground where Suarez 
placed it. Officer Nam visually verified the bottle to be a 12 OZ. “Corona Extra” 
beer bottle (5.0 % Alcohol by volume), empty of its contents. 


ARREST: 


| advised Suarez that we were placing him under “Private Person’s Arrest”, as 
per 837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest - Authority To Arrest / see

attached for) for 41.27 © Los Angeles Municipal Code - (Drinking an alcoholic 
beverage in public). Suarez was handcuffed (adjusted /double locked for safety 
and comfort) without incident. BID Unit B-6, Officers Trujillo and Rosales 
responded to our location to assist us with transporting Suarez to the BID office 
in order to issue Suarez an RFC. | escorted Suarez to B-6’s vehicle, placed him 
in the rear passenger seat and seat belted him in. 


CITE and RELEASE: 

B-6 transported Suarez to the BID Office where LAPD Hollywood Patrol Officer 
Estes #39695 issued Suarez a release from custody citation (D47411) for the 
listed charge and was ordered to appear at the Metropolitan Court House, 1945 
South Hill Street, Los Angeles, 90007, on 11/10/2014, at 0830 Hours with the 
approval of the Watch Commander LT. Leng. 

ADDITIONAL: 

Suarez has no prior contacts with B.I.D Officers. 

Suarez did not state where he purchased the alcoholic beverage.

The “Corona Extra” was disposed of by Officer Anderson.
